years ago, when the shogun

Its think- 
ing men began with almost feverish in- 
tensity to absorb the learning of mod- 
ern times, and in half a century they 
have made their'island empire a first 
class world power.

largely due to the receptive and imita- 
tive characteristics of the Japanese, 
to their tireless industry, to their in-

President Roosevelt has again taken 


up jiu jitsu, and this time it is the real 
thing, says the 
"Washington corre- 


spondent of the New York World. His 
instructors are two Japanese who are 
masters in the ait of doubling a man 
up in QRouy with a gentle puiicli of the 
thumb or breaking an arm with the 
twist of the wrist. 


They are thin little fellows with frail 


looking bodies, but they are bundles of 
steel. They were brought over from 
Japan by Samuel Hill, son-in-law of 
James J. Hill, who introduced them to 
the president. They had beard that 
Mr. Roosevelt took some lessons in jiu 
jitsu from Professor O'Brien two years 
ago and they asked him to let them 
show him what they could do. 


The president told Captain Loeffler, 


his doorkeeper, to admit no callers, not 
even senators or cabinet members, and 
turned his office over to the Japs. 
Their exhibition caused Mr. Roosevelt 
to stop winking and gasp. They show- 
ed him what jiu jitsu really is and tney 
were engaged on the spot. The presi- 
dent is now spending an exceedingly 
strenuous hour with them on two aft- 
ernoons a week and be always is 
promptly on hand, no matter what bus- 
iness has to be dropped. 


There are seven degrees in jiu jitsu. 


The president's instructors have it up 
to the fifth degree and Mr. Roosevelt 
intends to have all five of them. Jiu 
jitsu really is the science of anatomy, 
wonderfully developed. It brings into 
play unheard of muscles and turns 
them all into steel, while superfluous 
flesh melts under the exercise like 
snow in a blast furnace. That is the 
feature that especially appeals to the 
president just now, as he weighs more 
thnn 200. 


When the two Japs reached San 


Francisco one of them was matched 
against the champion heavyweight 
wrestler of the Pacific coast, who stir- 
red up the Japs by publicly declaring 
that jiu jitsu was a useless fad and 
that the strength it was supposed to 
develop was theoretical or imaginary. 


The strangle bold, which is the ter- 


ror of all wrestlers, was allowed in 
the contest The Jap waited for the 
wrestler to get him into a good stran- 
gle -hold. Then the Jap pressed his 
chin into the arms that clinched his 
neck, grasped his antagonist around 
the chest, tightened his muscles a bit 
and in a minute the wrestler rolled 
over in a faint, with the blood pouring 
from his nose and mouth. Then the 
Jap took on two big prize fighters and 
quickly rendered both of them help- 
less with a few lightning twists. 


With the two Japs is a Japanese 


woman, who is also an expert in the 
art, and she is teaching jiu jitsu to a 
large class of Washington society wo- 
men, whose husbands are in a panic.

White Buffalo, 


Old buffalo hunters of the western
